In congress he was 
known as "the old man eloquent." having been a 
prominent figure in many debates over national 
policies. The second Harrison came upon the scene 
58 vears after the death of his grandfather. He also 
had won his spurs in congress and in addition had 
served with bravery and distinction in the union arm> . 
during the war of- the rebellion, from which he 
emerged as a brigadier general. Thus it wi 1 be seen 
that in neither of these cases was the mans success 
due to family tradition. 
In Great Britain, the oldest son of a lord, duke 


or earl inherits his father's estate and with them a 
seat in the upper branch of parliament. But Ameri- 
cans do not take kindly to the Idea that a man 
should be honored simply because of his ancestry 
•hev prefer to elect public officials on their own 
lerits 
The self-made man on this side of the 


Atlantic gets ahead in politics, as well as m other 
-alks of life. That is one of our cherished national 
raditions, and it accords with the general thcoiy of 
emocracy.

THE INTEREST IN TREES. 


Strange as it may seem, the east, and particularly 


he northeast, is interesting Itself far more widely 
n reforestation and tree culture than is the west 
nd this is all the more surprising from the fact thai 
o portion of the country is as greatly in need of 
ctivity along this line as the central west, which 
vas in tho beginning prairie, almost void of trees. 
This area has been vastly benefited by the tree 


lanting that has taken place since its settlement. 
ut what has been done Is only a beginning. 
The Massachusetts Box company has offered to 
lant 5.000 trees for any town which will establish 
public forest of ten acres or more and many New 


England municipalities are availing themselves of 
his ofCer. 
At Northfield, Vt., the Chamber of Com- 


icrce is behind a movement to plant 75,000 trees, 
vhlle on a watershed near 1'iltsfleld, Mass., 40.000 
-scotch pines have been set out. A new city forest 
s under way near North Adams, Mass., and at Lud- 
ngton, Mich.. Boy Scouts have planted 10,000 Nor- 
i\ ay plries. 
• 
Boy Scouts In all parts of the country have taken 


lp forestry work within the last year and are ac- 
omplishing much in all sections. The girls are also 
nleresting themselves, according to a statement in 
Town Forests," a pamphlet which has just been 
ssued by the Massachusetts Forestrs association and 
written by Harris A. Reynolds, secretary of that or- 
ganization. 
The New Tork state conservation commission has 
ompletcd plans for the enlargement of Us acreage, 
o that It will have 40,000,000 two-year-old/trees 
o"r planting m 1932. It is slated by tho secretary of 
he commission, ^Alexander MacDonald, that this ex- 
pansion is made necessary by the great demand upon 
he part of individuals and municipalities, lu Albany 
ilone 60,000 pine trees have been planted for the 
express purpose of taking care ot dock replacements 
and river front structures fifty years from now. That 
s looking a long way ahead, but that is just exactly 
what must be done in the tree business. It Is not 
possible to grow a crop of trees in a season and 
ho time to plant them is now. 
There arc thousands of acres of land in Nebraska 


on which may be grown trees and very little beside. 
This land should be utilized, and while a crop ot 
rees wilt nut bring a quick return in dollars and 
;ents it is at all times profitable and a half century 
from the time of planting the cash income will be a 
most gratifying pne.

This Is 
the conception 'of falling that all 
ought, exclusively, to keep in mind;

Except 
for small geographical details

tries and places. It should be firmly 
poised on an axis of rotation and 
mounted with a "meridian circle" 
and a "hori7.cn circle."

Another protest to the new street 


naming ordinance was sent Wed- 
nesday in the form of an op"n 
Tetter to Mayor Zehrung. signed t» 
Ira F. Baker and H. H. Wittstruck 
The letter follows: 
"We wish to indorse the position 
taken by Mr. George Woods relative 
to the change of the names of the 
streets of Lincoln, and w e now vote 
•No." 
"Our reason for believing that the 


names should remain as they are Is 
.mong others the following: to wit: 
"1. The alphabetical name is the 


shortest, and. is 
ki»o\% n b> evei y 


hoolboy and girl, and most adults. 
"2. 
The streets are named to 


keep a record relative to lots and 
blocks a« platted, and they havs 
become fixed and

transactions, 


which have been filed in the city 
offices, the county 'offices, and state 
ofliccs, and federal offices. 
This 
applies particularly to the post of- 
fice in ita distribution. 
'3. All of t.ie maps, blue prints, 
and similar records are made show- 
ing the present 
names, 
and a 
change of names will necessitate 
new maps and records. In the place 
thereof, or a system of references 
thereto, which will constantly cause 
expense of time and material not 
only of the clerical help of these 
offices., but will 
constantly be a 


souice of grief and labor to the per- 
son who later 
wishes 
to obtain 


knowledge concerning some partic- 
ular Involving the record of an ad- 
dress. 
4. All of-the commercial busi- 


ness 
records 
will have 
to 
be 
changed to conform to the addi- 
tional name, causing great expense 
In the immediate change, and con- 
tinued expense In the waiting of the 
added letters ot the names.. 
AH -a 
matter of economy we should pride 
ourselves In the fact that we have 
use'd tlie shortest names and have 
saved a great amount of time, ajid 
expense which would have been in- 
curred by the use of longer names. 
As a concrete illustration we would 
refer to a city registration of voters, 
and a city 
election, where the 
names are recorded of each Individ- 
ual's
